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WHEREAS, USAID and the Grantee (the "Parties") executed the Assistance Agreement on 
September 28, 2010 and subsequently amended the same on March 30, 201 1 (referred to herein 
as the "Agreement"). This Agreement replaced the Strategic Objective Gramt Agreement for 
Strategic Objective No. 6: Economic Growth, 641-006 ("SO AG No. 6"), dated September 15, 
2003, as amended, in its entirety. 

WHEREAS, the purpose of the Agreement is to set out the understandings of the Parties to work 
together to increase employment opportunities and income levels for poor Ghanaians. 

WHEREAS, the Parties wish to increase the amount of USAID's contributions to the Assistance 
Agreement by Forty-Seven Million U.S. Dollars ($47,000,000). With this obligation, USAID 
will have committed a total amount to date of One Hundred Sixty-Eight Million Four Hundred 
Eighty Thousand Four Hundred Forty-Five U.S. Dollars ($168,480,445). 

NOW. THEREFORE, the Agreement is hereby amended as set forth below: 

1. USAID Contribution 

Delete existing paragraph (a) in Section 3.1. of the Agreement in its entirety and replace 
with the following: 

Section 3.1. USAID Contribution. 

(a) The Grant. To help achieve the Objective set forth in this Agreement, USAID, 
pursuant to the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961 , as amended, hereby grants to the Grantee 
under the terms of this Agreement an amount of One Hundred Sixty-Eight Million Four 
Hundred Eighty Thousand Four Hundred Forty-Five U.S. Dollars ($168,480,445) of 
which Forty-Six Million Nine Hundred Eighty Thousand U.S. Dollars ($46,980,000) is 
being obligated directly under this amendment. Twenty Thousand U.S. Dollars ($20,000) 
will be obligated by USAID/ Washington for activities that support the objectives of the 
Agreement. One Hundred Twenty-One Million Four Hundred Eighty Thousand Four 
Hundred Forty-Five U.S. Dollars ($121,480,445) of this amount was previously obligated 
directly under or in support of the Agreement. 

Section 3.2 Grantee Contribution 

USAID and the Government of Ghana agree to renew consultations on identifying 
the Government of Ghana's contributions, in cash or kind, to implementation of the 
assistance under this amended agreement 

2. Illustrative Financial Plan 

Delete the current Annex I - "Illustrative Financial Plan Table" in its entirety and replace 
with the Annex 1 "Illustrative Financial Plan Table" attached to this amendment. 

3. Other Terms and Conditions 

Except as further amended, all other terms and conditions in the Agreement, as amended, 
remain in full force and effect.
